THE AIBUNISTRATION OF JESTI 


Mr. Hodgins introduced a measure for the” 
améndmenit of tho Adininistration of Justice 
Act of 1874. 

Hon, Mr. Macdougall said it was customary 
upon the first reading of a }ill, for the mover 
to make some explanations in regard to the 
measure, 

Mr. Hodgins had no objections to dogo. 

Its object was to render snore flexible the Ad 
ministration of Justice. It is thought that 
in gonsequence of the block of judicial busi- 
neas in Courts of Common Law, there should 
be, some change to remedy it, (He referred to 
the procordings in the Court of Common Law 
in Osgoode Hall, and’ quoted statistics for the 
years 1871 to 1875 inclusive, showing how 
large a number of cases had been’ enlarged. 
In place of the’ business of the Courta of 
Queen's Bench fnd Common Pleas, withothe 
new rules which the judges have promulgated 
being disposed of, a block of judicial bisiness 
has gone on rapidly increasing, The measim 
would empower the Judges of the Courte-of 
Chancery and Queen's Bench, to assist the 
Judges in the other Courts, Another provis- 
ion was that the Court of Chancery should 
haye the power to hear the applications for 
new trials from the Court of Common Law. 
Another provision would be to provide that 
in each county town where thero are Spring 
and Autumn Assizes there should be two sit- 
tings, av one of which all cases, civil or crim- 
inal, shall be tried by jury, and another a 
month after, in which all non-jury and Chan- 
cery cases shall ‘be triod. ‘There are a few 
other provisions in the bill, one of which he 
trusted would moet the consideration of his 
hon. and learned friends on both sides of the 
House, and that was the a/loption of a system 
of short-hand reporting. The object was to 
adopt the system of reporting by which the 
statements of the Judges and the evidence of 
the witnesses on application fora new tyal 
wonld be able to be obtained. , 

Mr, Mowat did not think that this Till

Your Committee met and decided to arrange 
with the Town Council of Belleville for the 
Pa panneta of a Committee to act in concert. 
The result being that a sub-Committee from 
the Town and County Committees were 
appointed to visit “similar _ institutions 
already established elsewhere, in order to 
gather such practical information as would 
assist the Councilaindetermining so important 
a matter, , 

A sub-Committee, composed of Mesars. 
Northcott and Satherland from the Town,and 
the Warden, and A. F. Wood, from the 
County, visited on the 7th of April, tho 
House of Industry and Refuge at Borlin, in 
tho County of Waterloo, and, aftor a careful 
examination into its workings, cin ts the 
conclusion that it was not necessary to visit 
Tustitutions of similar eharacter elsewhere, 
as this one having beon established at a com- 
paratively recent date, andor a general Act 
of the Canadian Parliament, and having bene- 
fitted by the same enquiries into American 
Institutions that your Committee would have 
to make, and having received reporta from 
other Institutions in the United States, it | 
would only be doing the samo work over and 
incurring unnecessary expense, 

The House of Industry was established at 
Berlin, in the County of Waterloo, in the | 
year 1868, ee to the 413th section of 
an Act of the Parliament of the late Province 
of Canada, cap, 51, of the 29th and 30th | 
Victoria, as amended by section 42 of cap. 30 
of 3ist Victoria, Ontario Statutes. 

The Farm is composed of 141 acres of land 
admirably situated about half a milo from the 
town of Berlin, the County Town of Waterloo. 
Tho soil is of supérior quality. On this Farm 
is erected a threo-story building of brick, 
with suitable outhouses and baat the 
whole cost being about $32,000. 

To take charge of this Farm and Institution 
the County Council has appointed the 
following officers :—An Inspector, Keeper, 
Matron and Physician, who are paid tho fol- 
lowing salaries :

‘Taking all these different points into con- 
sideration, your Committee are of the opinion 
that the subject of establishing an Industrial 
Home or House of Refuge is one that deserves 
the immediate and active consideration of the 
County Council, Bat there is still another 
reason that,added to those already mentioned, 
makes the arguments for the scheme from a 
financial aspect nnanswerable, 

Tndaccordauces with tue uprayisions of chap. 
33, 37th Vic,,. being, au ‘*Act to regulate 
public pil to charitable Institutions,” the 
County Ceuncil of Waterloo have made ap- 
plication to the Government of Ontario, that 
the House of Refuge in that County should 
receive the same ail given to charitable In- 
stitutions of a like character, The Govern- 
ment very properly have recognized their 
claims, and the Inspector informed us that 
they expected at least 36 cents per inmate per 
woek. Of courso the County of Hastings and 
Town of Belleville would haye an equal claim, 
which would make an additional saving, based 
on tlic average before stated, of $1,365, inak- 
ing a total saving over present direct expendi- 
ture of $2,915 per annom. 

Your Committee are, therefore, of the opin- 
ion that the objections will not be from the 
financial aspect, but from a strong feeling 
pessessed by many that any system, whether 
it be Refuges; Houses of Industry, Industrial 
Farnis.or Poor Honses, has a degrading ten- 
dency, increasing pauperiam and making poy- 
orty a species of hereditary vice. ~ From this 
view! your Committee unanimously dissent, 
but as such an Institution once established 
becomes a fixture, and as it is desirable that 
the fullest investigation should take place be- 
fore 4 final decision is arrived at, your Com- 
mittee have decided to recommend that this 
Report be printed for the information of the 
ratepayors, aud that the question be submit- 
tel atthe next Municipal. Election for the 
opinion of the votes of the County and Town.

“With just enough of learning to mis 
uote, is enoof the stinging lines in 
3yron’s British Bards and ScotchReviewers, 


This was a fair retort upon the consorious 


Titics, against whom it was directed ; but 
to general readers it would be very un- 
air to charge an absence of learning or 
ulture upon them because of a failure to 


recite the thought or sentiment of an 
Author on all occasions with precise verbal 
accuracy 
this they would be obliged to burden their 


To enable themselves to do 
memories with words and phrases to the 
exclusion of more important subjects, and 
all for a purpose which can be served quite 
as well by reference to the author's works, 
xtosome handy book, When making 
cea in conversation, strict ver 
bal acetracy ought not to be required ; 
but when writing for publication, it is un 
questionably the Hight practice to verify 
whatever quotation.is to be used, where. 
ever it is practicable to do so. The observ- 
ance of this haoit tends to keep our class- 
ic quotations free from corruption, and the 
neglect of it tends to what has occurredand 
will continue to occur—the twisting of 
terse and apt expressions out of shape and 
meanir This last mentioned casualty 
has happened to a saying attributed to 
Walpole, ‘All men have their price.” 
There is no evidence, that we know of, 


| that he cither said this’or meant it ; but 


there is evidence in Coxe’, Memoirs of 
Walpole, that he held certain professed 
patriots of his day in low esteem, and that 
alluding to tem, he said, ‘AJl those men 
have their price.” This is quite a differ 


| ent thing’from the cynical and demoral- 


izing sentiment attributed to him in the 
much abused and almost universal mis- 
quoting referred to. 

On the other hand, some of the popular 
forms of what purport to be quotations 
from well-known authors exhibit improve- 
ments in expressiveness and epigrammatic 
There are very few people wnafami 
liar with the phrase appiled to office-hold- 
ers, ** Few die, and none resign.” ‘This ix 
attributed to Jefferson, Wit is somewhit 
better than the way he put it, What he 
said about official vacancies was this: 
“ Those by death are few ; by resignation 
none.” Here the popular form is a mani 
fest improvement ; yet whocan hame the 
person who was the author of the “quota- 
tion asic now stands} Additional vigor 
has been given in the same way to a saying 
of Josiah Quincy, who, in opposing the 
Louisiana purchase, urged in Congross that 
if the bill should passyat would work « 
virtual dissolution of the Union, and that 
it would be the duty of some of the free 
States to definitely prepare for ascparations 
‘amicably, if they can ; violently, if they 
must,” The popular form of this, derived

“Peaceably, if we ean ; forcibly, if we 
must.” Amuch more muscular diction 
Under the same process, a wider pophlar 
use and understanding has been given 
to the first line of Walter Scott's couplet :

The House of Industry was established at 

Borlin, in the County of Waterloo, in the 
year 1868, pursuant to the 413th section of 
an Act of the Parliamont of tho late Province 
of Canada, cap, 51, of the 29th and 30th 
Victoria, as amended by section 42 of cap.

tain. By that timo tho Baltie had got out 
of sight of the supposed steather, Captain 
Gloadell, fearing it might bea wreck, at 
once turned tho ship out of her course 
and made for the lights. It was no steam- 
ér but. the ship Oriental of North 
Shields, from London, bound to St. John, | 
dismasted andin a sinking condition. The | 
crow yore making diguals by burning tar in | 
a barrel on her deck. ‘This gave her some- 
what-thoappearance of a steamer in the | 
distance. Hy ho life-boat was launched and | 
Ohief Officer Irving tookcommand, and 
notwithstanding the wreck was. rolling | 
and plunging in a frightful manner, the | 
16 men on her decks were taken off in two 
trips without the slightest accident The | 
managemont of tho boat was a parton | 
mystery to us landsmen. It looked as/ 
though they wero sure to be dashed to| 
pieced at any moment. When the crow | 
came on board, which was about 3a. m., 


tain Gleadoll that 10 men had deserted tho | 
ahip in two boats the proviousday at noon. | 
Their leaving their comrades without boats

Tho woather had beon -#0°bad tho whole | 
day and night that thero sgomed , no 
chanoo of finding these poor wrotchep 
aliva, Howovor, when Captain Gleadoll hoard 
this story he said he would, stay by tho 
wreck till daylight, and not give them up 
till a thorough search was made. Tho 
night was cloar, and wo had tho ight of 

the moon and tho light from the wreck, 

which had caught fire from tho tar barrel 

after the crow left and was now a mass of 
flames. Wo should have thought it was 
a beautiful sight, from an artistic point | 
of view, had not the perikef thoso tem mon | 
been in our thoughts. The Baltia kept 

slow steam up and ¢ round/and fobnd 
tho wregk in graduflly intreasing Circles | 
till daylight, hopingto find the missing | 
boat. | 

At daylight the Ballic was pointed to tho 
south-west, tho direction tho captain of 
tho Oriental last saw the boat steering, 
and about 8:30 a tiny flag was seen occase | 
jonally jomping up from behind a large 
wave. Ina few minutes tho boat was 
alongsido, and by careful management her | 
crow got out and she was taken up on the 
davits forward, whoro she now is, a relic of 
the good ship Oriental, It seems the men 
loft the ship in'two boats, but one of, thom 
became disablod and they all got into ono. 
Had it not been that we were blown a few | 
miles out of our course by the galo of the 
day before wo saw the wreck, (during which | 
we lost five sails, blown to ribbons by the 
gale), wo neyershould lxye,scen) it at all, 
and tho twenty-six mon saved—her entire 
crew—would have been lost in o day, at 
tho most. Such acts of kindness and hu- 
manity I think should be noticed, agit is | 
no small matter to stop a great steamor in 
a heavy sea for eight or ton hours,and alter 
her course for thomlmost hopeless change 
of picking upaamall boat that. had left 
nearly adayahead. Thero was vory little 
chance of the bost being on top of the 
Waters anywhere, a3 tho weather had been 
so bad that no one would have thought a 
amall boat could possibly have survived the 
night, 

The passengers have all joined ina letter 
for publication, a copy of which I enclose, 
and when the matter comos beforo the 
‘* Humane Society” I think Capt. Gleadoll | 
will get that great prizo of tho British ship- 
master, the golf medal for saving life, Ho | 
doserves it, I think, ashe has now sayed 
fifty persons in all from wroc! 
past threo yoars.

| Of this sum they propose that the County of 
Hastings should provide 000, and tho | 
Town of Be ille, $8,000. The cost of main- 


taining the inmates to be regulated by 
number sent—each of the two muni 
| paying in proportion. 
| The reasons for making tho proportions of 
amounts to be paid, $3,000 and $12,000 re 
spectively, are that while the wealth of tho 
County isgreater in proportion, at the samo 
time an additional’ expense is inctirred of at

Wood, from the 
County, visited on the 7th of April, the 
Houso of Industry and Refuge at Berlin, in 
the County of, Waterloo, and, after a careful 
oxamination into its workings, eame to the 
| conclusion that it wis hot necessary to visit 
Inatitutions of similar ebaracter elsewhero, 
| as this one baving byen cstablished at a com- 
paratively recont date, undor o gonéral Act 
of the Canadian Parliimont, and having bene- 
fitted by the samo enquiries into American 
Institutions that your Committees \vould have 
to mako, and having received reports from 
| other Institations in the United States, it

A DEABOLICAL CONSEDRACY 


New York, December 16. 

A Herald special cable from London 
says that Thommassen, the »passenger on 
the ‘* Mosel,’'and ownerof the cask of 
dynamite which caused the terrible dis- 
asterat Bremerhaven, has confessed his 
guilt, saying he has an accomplice in New 
York. Itis to be hoped he will recover, 
so that fall particulars of his crime may 
be obtained. ; 

The Weser Zeitung, of Bromer, says, 
authoritatively, that it is proved beyond a 
doubt that Thommassen was the author of 
tho catastrophe. He has acknowledged 
thatho intended placing a barrel of dyna- 
mite on the ‘* Mosel,”.for tho purpose of 
destroying her some days after she should 
leave Southampton. The move of the 
diabolical scheme appears to have been to 
procure exaggerated and fictitious insur- 
ance, and to sliare the prolit afterwards 
with others. Tho bullet has not been ex- 
tracted from his head, but he ia quite 
conscious, 

The barrel had been prepared of strong 
material, and divided into compartmonts. 
Another barrel has been discovered, which 
it is presumed was intended-for the appara- 
tus to ignite. , Thommassen was to land at 
Southampton, where the goods were to be 
shippod. Theapparatus would then be ad- 
justed by clock-work, so that it should be 
ignited after the vessel had got to sea from 
Southampton. 

It had been intended that the ‘ Deutchs 
land” should have carried the hellish ma- 
ching, but it was not ready at the timo she 
left...

** In presenting my last report, I had occasion 
to draw attention to tho increasin emand for 
Axylum accommodation for the insane I regret 
hat the experience of the past year has 
my statements, and that the pressure 
fons to the various Aaylums has been 
exceasive. It is a lamentable fact that com- 
mital to gaol has been the only recourse in 
numberless instances during the year ; and that 
on the evening of the 30th September, the num- 
of lunatics confined in the various county 
zaols was nearly double that of the correspond= 
ing date last year, The applications for ad- 
mission under the ordinary process are #0 large 
ly in excess of those of other years. ‘These facts 
prove very conclusively the inadequacy of our 
Asylumaccommodation to meet the requirements 
of the growing population of the Province, It is 
also, I fear, beyond a doubt, that lunacy is in- 
creasing in undue ratio with the increase of 
population, Iam not prepared to assign any 
reason for this increase. ‘Tho cause of insanity 
and the influences operating upon its develop 
ment demand the investigation of trained tie 
cal men, familar with the conditions of the 
disease ; and cannot be approached by any 
speculative analysis of statistics, however co! 
lated, It is an established fact, however, and 
one that demands carnest consideration, that 
the insane and idiotic in the Province, as re- 
turned in the census of 1871, are as lin every 
397 of the population. ‘Vhis is of itself sufficient- 
ly startling, but a comparison with the statistics 
of other countries reveals, that with the excep- 
tjon of England and @Ireland, we have a larger 
ratio of insane and idiotic in our population than 
any European country from which such 
statistics have been obtained, and far exceeding 
that of the United States as a whole. 
** T have felt it to be my duty under these cir- 
cumstances to urge upon the Government and 
the Legislature the necessity for providing much 
more extended accommodations for the insanc 
and idiotic. Althouh the provision already made 
is large in comparison with our population and 
resources, yet it haa always been below, rather 
than in advance of, our requirements. Con’ 
quently, cases of insanity, which if immediat: 
treated might have been curable, have from lack 
of room been denied admission ‘to an Asylam ; 
from want of proper treatment have become 
chronic and incurable ; and in many cases have 
become a life burden upon the State. These 
people are too late received as patients when all 
hope of cure is past ; and they form an annual 
residue of life residents who are filling up our 
Asylum, and crippling their curative resources. 
* T have already shown that, according to the 
census returns of 1871, there is one person of 
unsound mind to every 397 of the population. 
T have now to point out that, according to the 
Asylum accommodation to every 909 of the 
population, How this compares with British 
statistics oflunacy will be seen by the following 
figures taken from reports just received. 
Ireland with a population in 1872 of ¢ M5 
there were returned’ 18,307 lunatics and idiots 
or one to every 298 of the population, while the 
number under public accommodation was 11, 
326 or one in every 482 of the population, In 
England with a population of 53,945,409 there 
are 63,793 lunatics and idiots, or oneto every 
375 of the population, while t 
public accommodation is 56,49 
423 of the population, In Scotland with the 
population of 3,500,000, the number of lunatics 
and idiots is 7,809, or one to every 435 of the 
sopulation, while the number under _accommo- 
dation is 6,368, or one to every 543 of the 
population. 
“While it would appear from these figures 
that the total mumber of insane and idiots in 
Qntariois somewhat lower in proportion to the 
population as compared with England and Tre- 
land, and a little above that of Scotland, the 
proportion of these clases under public accom- 
modation in Ontario is not quite half of that in 
either of the countries 1 d. 
“Tt would thus appear that notwithstanding 
what has already been done by the Province in 
making provisions for he sane, we are still 
much behind the Mother ( ‘country in proportion 
to our population, or the actual number of in 
sane and idiotic that we require to provide for, 
and the large number of such persons now con: 
fined in our Common Gaols, aswell as the press- 
ing demands made from private families, warn 
us that the furnishing of additional accommod- 
ation cannot longer be delayed.” 


The facts above stated are sufficiently 
startling in their nature to lead every 
well-wisher of his country to hope that the 
Government will allow as little 
possible to elapse before taking action in 
the matter. That such is their intention 
is evidenced by the fact that recently, in 
the House, Mr. Crooks stated, in reply to 
a question put by Mr. Cameron, that the 
Goyernment intended to introduce ascheme 
to provide accommodation for the lunatics 
now confined in the gaols. “It 
posed,” he said, “to use the building at 
Orillia as an Asylum for Idiots, and so 
relieve the Asylum at London of a consid- 
erable number of that unfortunate class. 
It was proposed also to take advantage of 
the building at Hamilton for the purpose 
of affording accommodation to about four 
hundred of the insane prisoners now in the 
gaols.” Though there is little faith to be 
placed in our present rulers, there is no 
doubt that they will receive the support of 
the Opposition in this matter if they pre- 
pare a practical and feasible scheme.

IMPROVEMENT IN DATRYING, 

J.S.. Van Duzer, of the Husbandman, 
Elmira, presented the’ next’ paper on 
“ What Further Improyements in Dairy- 
ing!” He urged making tho best of the 
present facilities, advised against radical 
changes except’with the view of saving 
labor and expense, and said that for further 
improyemonts we must look to the farmer 
who supplics the milk. hero should» be 
greater care for cleanliness and pure milk, 
hotter cheese-curing rooms—heating the 
same by steam, and the dairymen should 
use the scales in determining results, The 
skimming of milk for cheese was dis- 
cussed, and its bearing upon the market 
and the profits to dairymnen. The Paper 
was strongly commended by L. T. Hawley 
of Onondaga, and others. 


RFFECT OF SOL ON MILK. 
Prof. L. B. Arnold of Rochester, Secre- 
tary of the American Dairymen’s Asso: 
tion, read a paper on‘ ‘ Milk as Affected by 
Soil.” Mr, Arnold’s points were, that 
plants were affected by soil. The plants on 
soils differing intheir composition, taking 
up different qualities of inorganic matter, 
become altered in their qualities thereby. 
Animals living on plants differently consti- 
tuted are affected in turn in their composi- 
tion, and consequently the functions of the 
different’ organs of the body are varied, and 
milk being the result of one of the func- 
tions of those organs is modified by the 
changes of the soil. He gave several in- 
_ stances confirming these views. Grass milk 
produces much more crea than clover 
milk. Neither the analysis of milk nor 
comparison of methods may be reliod upon 
in localities differing so widely as England 
and Holland, or as the United States and 
England, or different localities of either, 
But few general principles inay be derived 
for all localities,

| The condition of business is also unfa- 
vorably affected by the continued dullnessin 
manufacturing and the Jumber trade. The 
number of men, horses, &c,, and the quantity 
| of supplies sent into our forests this winter, 
are much smaller than they use to.be, and it 
is only too well known that a very large pro- 
portion of our manufactories are working with 
much fewer hands or on short time. In all 
our cities, towns, and. villages where indus- 
trial pursuits are carried on,*there are many 
ersons out of employment, whilst those who 
favework are not able to purchase as freely 
as when trade was brisk. ‘These circumstan- 
ces have to Be set over againgt the good ef- 
fects which will arise from the marketing of 
our harvest during the winter months, and 
aiter striking the balance, we think it will be 
clearly apparent that what may be called our 
mercantile interest, and more particularly the 
retail trade, cannot prudently calculate on 
any marked revival of business for some time 
to come. 

During the winter, however, we anticipate 
much progress towards sounder and more 
prosperous business position. The country 
is now passing through a process of recupera- 
tion, This process will be hastened as the 
crops are turned into cash, Old stocks, which 
have too long lain upon the shelyes, will be 
realized upon, old notes will be collected, and 
book debts wiped out which might have 
lingered for years ifthey had not been _press- 
ed, We have no doubt, also there will be 
more or less reduction in personal expendi- 
turg, and that, in short, before Spring comes 
round many of the difficulties which have 
arisen from past overtrading will haye been 
vreatly lessened, if not entirely removed.

For instance, it is known that a 
business man is in prosperous. circumstances 
and making money ; an agent of the district 
magistrate applies to him for tho foan of a 
considerable. sum of money. in behalf of the 
magistrate. 'That means “squeezing.” The 
man upon whom the demand is. made so un- 
deratands it, It is never intended that the 
money shall be repaid. It is official extortion. 
He may by somo arts of diplomacy get the 
amount somewhat reduced, but pay it he 
must, or failing to do this he will be subjected 
to annoyances innumerable ; he will be arrest- 
ed time and again on false charges ; his busi- 
ness will bo interfered with by such indirect 
methods \as cunning may devise ; he will 
have’ no “peace until he yields to the 
* squeeze,” and makes the “loan,” which the 
qaagistrate divides with the governor, paying 
a small portionto his henchman, the agent 
who worked up the case. Throughoutoficial 
circles this system of extortion is practiced, 
even down to the petty criminal who, if he 
has a few hundred cash to be squeezed out, 
may escape punishment by making the neces- 
sary arrangement with a retainer or hanger- 
‘on of the court—the money of course being 
paid over to the magistrate, who makes a 
amall allowance to the bribery agent.

Visiting one day the ‘‘mixed court,” so- 
called, which he hold in a losalify oltaide the 
walls, and within the territory of the foreign 
settlements; we were introduced to the Chi- 
nese magistrate while the court was in session; 
he invited us to places of honor on his left, 
and tea and cigars were offered us. Prison- 
ers who were arraigned prostrated themselves 
n their knees before him, and sere allow- 
ed to make their statement in self-defence ; 
lawyers and court retainers were busy confer- 
ring with prisoners, and often communi ating 
in whisper tones to the court, The magistrate 
only examined the prisoners and witnesses, — 
no form of oath was employed. The cases 
were rapidly disposed of ; some weredischarg- 
ed, others were sentenced to inprisonment 
for specified terms. One fellow, who had sto- 
len 200 cash, equal to 24 cents, was sentenced 
to receive 200 blows with the bamboo at five 
o'clock in the afternoon, and to be manacled 
and kangued in a public street for four weeks. 
On inquiry through our interpreter whether 
the whipping would be public, so that we 
might have a view of this administration of 
Chinese justice, the magistrate replied by in- 
viting us ts remain a while, and probably an 
opportunity would soon be offerel to witness 
a case of ‘‘bambooing.”” Verysoon aman was 
brought up charged with stea ing some cloth- 
ing; the garments were found in his posses- 
sion, together with a few cash and a lot of 
pawnbroker'sticketes ‘A professional and 
contirmerd thiefy’ said the magistrate. The 
man made his statement pon his knees and 
begued for mercy. The magistrate sentenced 
him to be bambooed at once in the court rodin 
before us with 300 blows well laid on, and to 
manacled and kangued for six weeks. ‘The 
court crier made proclamation in loud, shrill 
tones, and four lictors at once came forward 
bearing” a bamboo stick that had been cut 
into half from the original growth; the in- 
strument was about six feet~ long, three. 
quarters of an inch in thickness, and two 
inches and a half wide, weighing perhaps 
six or cight pounds, The man was taken 
by “the lictors, placed upon the floor, face 
downwards, stripped of Nis pantaloons, his 
blouse not being removed. One held him by 
the neck, another placed his foot upon his 
back. Another swung the’ bamboo stick 
bringing it down upon tho upper part of the 
Prisoner's thighs, oach time striking vigor- 
ously in one place across bothlegs, and count.

INDUSTRIAL FARM. 


7 thé Ratepayers of the County of Has.ings 
and the Town of Belleville 


Committee on tho question of an ‘* Industrial 
Farm,” or ‘House of Refuge This Report 
was adopted by the County Council at its 
Since that time a second Com- 
mitteo has been appointed by the vn 
| This Committes, in conjunction with the 
Committee of the County Council, have given 
this matter careful consideration, aud have 
resolved to submit the following financial 
basis in connection with the Report, fdr the 
infe ion of the ratepayers of the County 
and Town and for their nsideration, aud 
recommonid that the «qfestion be submitted 
for their opinion to be taken at the municipal 
elections in J ry next. 

The ostimatéd cost of a farm of 50 acres near 

the Town of Belleville is $5,000; cost of suita 
ble buildings for 150 inmates from $10,000 to 
$12,000; for supplies, furniture, clothing, ete., 
$3,000. ‘This your Committee consider ample. 
Of this sum they propose that the County of 
Hastings should provide $12,000, and the 
Town of Belleville, $8,000, The cost of main- 
taining the inmates to be regulated by the 
number sont—cach of tho two municipalities 
paying in proportion, 
Pe readone for making the proportions of 
amounta to be paid, $8,000 and $12,000 re- 
spectively, are that while the wealth of the 
County is greater in proportion, at the samo 
time an additional expense is incurred of at 
least 33,000 by haying it near the Town, 

It is proposed that the Management of the 
Institution should be by a Joint Committee 
of the County and Town appointed from year 
to year, Tho officers to be appointed during 
good behavior, ‘The whole would, as a matter 
of course, be subject to the inspection of the 
Government, as they are expected to con- 
tribute to the support of the inmates under 
Chapter 33, 37 vic., being an ‘* Act to regu- 
Ite public aid to charitable institutions.” 

‘A careful and candid consideration of this 
scheme, which is heartily endorsed by every 
member of the Committeo, is earnestly re- 

poor’ in our 


quested. 
There will always be ‘the 
midst, and increased efforts and almost con- 
tinued logislation donot seem materially to 
lesson the proportions ; and the Committee 
do not expect that this scheme will have any 
particular tendency in that direction. But 
hey do believe that it will ameliorate the 
condition of the deserving poor, and prevent 
the public from being imposed upon by those 
who, though able'to carn a livelihood, prefer 
a lifo of begging and idlencss.

ings, beq leave to report as follow 


Your Committee met and decided to arrange 
with the Town Council of Belleville for the 
appointment of a Committeo to act in concert. 
The result being that a sub-Committeo, from 
the Town and Coynty Committees were 
appointed to visit similar institutions 
already established elsewhere, in order to 
gather such practical’ information as would 
assist the Councilsin determining so important 
a matter, 
A. sub-Committee, composed of Messrs. 
Northcott and Sutherland from the Town,and 
the Warden, and A. F, Wood, from the 
County, visited on the 7th of April, the 
House of Industry and Res at Berlin, in 
the County of Waterloo, and, after a careful 
examingtion into its workings, came to the 
conclusion that it was not necessary to visit 
Institutions of similar eharacter elsewhere, 
as this one having been established at a com- 
paratively recent date, under a general Act 
of the Canadian Parliament, and having bene- 
fitted by the same enquiries into American 
Institutions that your Committee would have 
to make, and having received reports from 
other Institutions in the United States, it 
would only be doisig the same work over and 
incurring unnecessary expense, 
The House of Industry was established at 
Berlin, in the County of Waterloo, in the 
year 1865, ee rs to the 413th section of 
an Act of the Parliament of the late Province 
of Canada, cap, 51, of the 29th and 30th 
Victoria, as amended by section 42 of cap. 30 
of 31st Victoria, Ontario Statutes. 
The Farm is composed of 141 acres of land 
admirably situated about half a mile from the 
town of Berlin, the County'Town of Waterloo. 
The seil is of superior quality. On this Farm 
is erected a three-story building of brick, 
with suitable outhouses and barns ; the 
whole cost being about $32,000, 
To take charge of this Farm and Institution 
the County Council has appointed the 
following officers :—An Inspector, Keeper, 
Matron and Physician, who are paid the fol- 
lowing salaries : 

Inspector (the County Clerk). ..$100 

Keeper (with board) 400 

Matron (the Keeper's wife). 120 

Physician 200 
To oversee the mai 
Couneil prpoint annually a ‘Standing Com- 
mittee,”” whose duty it i8 to examine into the 
state of all matters and things relating to the 
Farm and Institution, and report half yearly 
to the Council. All bills are certified by the 
Inspector and examined by the Committee, on 
whose order the same is paid. Parties are re- 
ce into the Institution on the order of the 
Reeves under seal of the local municipality. 
All expenses of sending “parties is borne by 
the local municipality in linige 
The Keeper and Matron generally oversee 
and take charge of Farm and Institution. The 
Physician visits the House at least once per 
week (oftener if necessary). 
Rules and Regulations are laid down for the 
Government of inmates, These are enforced 
by the Keeper and Matron, but there is an 
appeal to the Inspector.

A careful and candid consideration of this 
scheme, which is heartily endorsed by every 
member of the Committee, is earnostly re- 
quested. : 

There will always be ‘‘the poor” in our 
midst, and increased efforts aud almost con- 
tinued logislation do not scom materially to 
lessen tho proportions ; and the Committee 
do not,expect that this schemo will have any 
particular tendepey in that direction, But 
they do beliove that it will ameliorate the 
conilition of the deserving poor, and provent 
the public from being imposed upon by those 
who, though able to earn a livelihood, prefer 
a lifo of bogging and idleness.

Your Committee met and decided to arrange 
with the Town Council of Belleville for the 
appointment of a Committee to act in concert, 

he result being that a sub-Committee from 
the Town and County Committees were 
appointed to visit similar institutions 
lceat established elsewhere, in order to 
gather such practical information as would 
assist the Councilsindetermining so important 

a matter, 

A’ sub-Committee, composed of Messrs, 
Northcott and Sutherland from the Town,and 
the Warden, and A. F, Wood, from the 
County, visited on the 7th of April, the 
House of Industry and Refuge at Berlin, in 
the County of Waterloo, and, after a careful 
examination into its workin, same to the 
conclusion that it was nob necessary to visit 
Tnstitutions of similar eharacter elsewhere, 
as this one having been established at a com: 
paratively. recent date, under a general Act 
of the Canadian Parliament, and having bene- 
fitted by the same enquiries into American 
Institutions that your Conmunittee would have 
to make, and having receiyed ‘reports from 
other Institutions in the United States, it 
would only be doing the same work over and 
incurring unnecessary expense, 

The House of Industry was established at 
Berlin, in the County of Waterloo, in tho 
year 1868, pursuant to the 413th section of 
an Act of the Parliament of the late ProVince 
of Canada, cap. SI, of the 29th and 30th 
Victoria, a8 amended by section 42 of cap, 30 
of 3st Victoria, Ontario Statutes, 

The Farm is composed of 141 acres of land 
admirably situated about half a mile from the 
town of Berlin, the County Town of Waterloo, 
Tho soil is of superior quality.

ment very properly have recognized their 
claims, and the Inspector informed us that 
expected at least 35 cents por inmate per 
week, Of course the County of Hastings and 
Town of Belleville would have an equal claim, 
which would make an additional saving, based 
on the average before stated, of $1,365, mak- 
ing a total saving over present direct éxpendi- 
ture of $2,915 per annum. 
Your Conymittee are, therefore, of the opin- 
ion that the objections will not be from the 
financial aspect, but from a strong feeling 
pessessed by many that any system, whether 
it be Refuges, Houses of Industry, Industrial 
Farms or Poor Houses, ras a degrading ten- 
dency, increasing pauperiam and making pov- 
erty a species of hereditary vice. From this 
view your Committee unanimously dissent, 
but as such an Institution once established 
becomes a fixture, and as it is desirable that 
the fullest investigation should take place be- 
fore a final decision is arrived at, your Com- 
mittee have decided to reece that this 
Report bemprinted for the information of |the 
ratepayers, and that the question be submit- 
ted at the next Municipal Election for the 
opihion of the votes of the County and Town, 
In «the meantime there will be ample oppor- 
tunity for discussion through thé press and 
public meetings.

School Reports and Statistics, 
Town of Belleville. Y 
To the Chairman and Members of the Board 
of Education for the Town of Belleville, 


GxeytLemEs,—I beg leave to) report that I 
have held a public examination of the schools 
of the town, of which due notice had been 
given to all the ratepayers through the local 
papers, and through the children, to their 
parents, . One half-day, was spent in the ex- 

mination of each division, and everything 

‘aS done to see whether the scholars had'been 
thoroughly taught or not. The pupils were 
examined in nearly all the subjects taught in 
each division, and great attention was paid to 
the important subjects of Reading, Spelling, 
Dictation, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography 
and Writing. 

Tho!examinations were oral, but suiticient- 

ly thorough to test the scholars in all they 
Roxane subjects, ‘Lhey were chiefly con- 
ducted by myself, with the exception of the 
school at the Station. This school was ex- 
amined chiefly by Mr, Irwin, who reports that 
the examination was very gatisfactory,and Iam 
Satisfied that this is the case, as Thad exam: 
ed the school several times during the half 
year, AsI was unavoidably prevented from 
taking part in the examination of the school, 
it in my intention to spend sometime in itim- 
mediately after the school opens. 
The scholars in nearly all the Divisions did 
exceedingly well and ‘shéwed to every one 
who witnessed them ‘examined, that the 
teachers had been doing their work in the 
most thorough manner.
